The Anarchists Likely to Swing.

Cincaco, May 0.—[Special Telegram, |-
There has been n decided improvement in
the condition of affairs in Chileago during the
day, and people’s apprehension of future
troubles is gradoally being lessened, ‘U'he
cinse of this teeling i due, more than any-
thing else, to the determination and activity
which has been displayed by the eity anthor-
itles sinece Tuesday's mussaere by the an-
archists,  The prompt action of the coroner’s
Juryy in holding  the socialist gang fo) mur-
der, hns also had a0 most salutary effeet, and
thelr  adberents have been  keeping  very
quict.  Any plotting they may be engaged
I, s done in seeret, Inadl the freicht de-
pots Iying sonth of Harrlson street, an effort
was mde to restuine operations tosday. It
wad nob p very sueeesstul one, not on account
of imterference on the parl ot steilkers, or
very few of them were to be found in the

vicinity, but  Dbecause of the Inability
of te companivs 1o obtain  men
to take the places of the

old hands, The few strikers who were found
In the vicinity were very quiet. They
sgemed dispivited and refused to lalk about
the situntion or their intentions,  When the
reporter nsked them aboutl their mectings to-
dny and thelr opinion of the situation  they
replicd by asking nim if e wished to join
thelr ovganization, and when informed that
he din not belong to their calling they sad
that what they did or were going to do or
what they  thought was of mno in-
terest to anyoneoutside of their own associn-
tion, The whole appenrance of things in
that vicinity looked very mueh as I the baek-
bone of the strike was broken, and as if mnost
of the boys would be glad to return to their
places so recently vacated by them it they
conld only do so without anpearing to do
violence to their feelices of selt respect and
mnnhoodl,

The soclalists have really helped the oapi-
tadists, and damazed the ennse of inany works
ingmen who have just grievanees,  Every-
thing was extremely quiet around the moy-
or's oflice, it being in moarked eontrast
with  the pustle of the preceeding day.
The mayor was late in arriving, having been
extremely futigued by the pressure of the
excitement nnder which he has Iabored sinee
the troubles began,  As on theday previous
he wiss constantly visited by prominent eitl-
zens, who gave adviee, but there was nothing
amounting to a demonstration during the en-
tire day.

Wlien interviewed by a reporter this after-

noon the mayor sald he had been tulking
strike until he was siek of it, He had spent
two hoursthis morning in riding abont the
Inmber distriets ana other places whiere there
Linve been disturbances, nod his proclamation
seemed to thave been obeved, There were
no o erowds, ad everytlilng  wis  quiet,
e thinks thiat the shooting Taesday night
lins led the strikers to see that it is useless for
tham to net s they hoave been doing,  In fact
the backbone of the strike is broken. The
polive are alert and réady Tor any ciergency,
atd oo short thime the troulde wil e over,
In view of the deelnrmtion of the state’s ot-
torney in effect that ho has diseoversd and is
i possesston of ample evidencs Tmplieating
the conspliatons, Sples, Flielden and Sclnwvab
in the wholesale slanghiter of Toesday night,
the situntion hns assumed a serious aspect
for these notorious nnarchists, It s the gen-
erad emphatic opinion among leading  moem-
bers of the bar that thelr evbmes are well de-
tned, and, under the most elreimssect inter-
wetation of  the law, are punishable
)y death, With suehl  oplnlons it
15 mnradly eertuin that the hauging of the
trio of exponents of Nihillsm is o matter of
the near tuture,  Tha question of their doom
Is neitating the lecal mlnds of the bar, and
methods preseribed for their punishiment are
numerous, I was recommended by some
that at the ovder of o judige, o speelal grand
Jury should be hopanelled and the ease pro-
ceeded with withoutdelay, In times like these
It was construed  thint the sooner an exaimple
was wade of sueh bresders of orime ana
murder the more effective it would be in sup-
pressing such men in the future, In con-
versing with leading lawyers regarding the
possibility of the hunging.ot the trlo many
points of intercst wvere developed,

SYooumay rest assured,’” sald the gentles
man, “that the thoe has come when the eity
of Chicago has an opportunity to display ac-
tion In the treatment and disposal of o vwost
dangerons elass of eriminals, representatives
of a cluss of vioters amd ineendinries whose
power menaces at all thues law,, order aond
prosperity.  The prompt action of the tocal
oltiefnls in the capture and holding of  Spics,
Seliwab anad Ficlden, s eommendable, bt
shoulid only be considersd an initintory  stop
to the disposal of these fiends on the gal-
lows.”

The Situation in Chieago.

Cineaao, May 6.—[Special Telegram. |—
There has been no apparent mprovement in
the Industrial sltaation within the past twen
ty-four hours, "T'he thousands of strikers in
the southwestern section of the elty still
persist in defying the law, There were three
outbireakis yesterday at the corner of Elgh-
teenth sireet and Ceuter avenue, in which
the pollee officers were subjected to a beavy
five of bultlets and stones, from an mubus-
cade, 'The shooting was retuwrned, but with
no ¢ffeet save that of seattering the rioters,
The sitvation in the lomber distriets this
worning was much the same as it has been
sinee the bezinuning of the week. There
are enough of wagewarkers willing to return
1o work to start up In full opsration every
Wl factory and yard o the disteiet, but
owlng to the hostile incendiary attitude of
the aunrehlsts and soclalists, the peaceably
fnclined are afrald to reswie operations.
Proprietors and pwnufacturers are as wuch

afraid ns the employes, and no attempt will

be made to start up until the exeitement sub-
sides and property and life ean be protected.
Fully three-fourths of the entire foree went
into the MeCormiek factory this morning
which Is a larger number of men  than have
been at work there slnee Monday. Serceant
Enright and thirty-five poliee were on gunrd
at the gates,  Noerowa of rloters  wern enl-
lectent. Edward Qissow, a Bolieminn, was
ennght throwing stones at the poliee and ar-
rested,
THE MAYOR'®S PROCLAMATION

was posted In hand biils thronghout the dis-
trict in English and German, Tts warnming
apcmed to have the desired effect, for no
erowds were eongrogating along the black
roadl or anywhere else, exeepting that trou-
blesome spot at Bighteonth street and Center
avenue, The crowd of nihilists there this
morhing was mueh smaller and quieter than
usual,

Armour's glue faetory at Thirty-fAfth strest
and the river was this morning at a stand
still with ten policemen on hand to protoct
the property from the riotars,

Last night was one of eomparative quiet
in tho disordedy districts,  The soclalistie
Poles and Bobemians in the  vielnity of
Kighteenth street and Center avente oon-
thnued thedr viotous eonduct until very late,
and the police were kept trom firing into the
crowds by the presence of women and ehil-
dien, althongh the latter were ns disovderly
as the men.  Women in a delicate condition
were eaught harling  stones, ana refused to
move on when ordered to da o by the poliee.
The women also acted as sples for the men
by paying frequent visits to the police sta-
tions at Twellth street and Himman street.
Aflter night fall the Bolieminns adopted the
tnetles of pelting the poliee from the win-

dows of thelr dwellings, Hundreds of
shots wore fired by the police,
but onernlly they fired hieh.

THE SITUATION OX THE RAILHOADS

s still very bad.,  The most enconrnging
fedture is the attitude of the switehimen, who
resolved not to interfere In the strike of the
freight handlers,  The property of the roads
involved in the present turmoil 8 gunrded
by officers, Thus far no sertous trouble hus
oeewrred, the strikers contenting themselves
with fighting their employers with strategy
known only to trae diplomatists,

A party of police from the East Chieago
avenue station made a search of the anareh-
ist hall over the saloon at 105 North Wells
street this morning and selzed about a dozen
stand ot ritles of o very venerable pattern,
None ot the anarchists were about, so no ar-
rests were made,

All the employes at Pollman are still out.
No distiwrbanee of wny Kind has occurred
there,

Along Desplnines streot und in the vieinity
of the hay market at Handolph street, the
seene of Tuesday night's riot, quietness pre-
vailed this wormng.  There was very little
of the excltement of yestenlay, Market
square was filled with farmers' wazons and
the owners were encagoed in the peaceful
work of selling produce amdl  vegetables,
There were no big crowds on the streets and
the prople were “‘moving on™ without any
oriders from the police, who were still patrol-
Ing the sidewalks,

THE DEAD AND WOUNDED,

The county physician, Dr. Henoting in a
report mnde at midoight, sald he had eox-
amined thirty-nine wounnded oflicers and had
been notitied of nine more whoin he was un-
able to reach, but would se¢ this morning.
Of the wounded exnmined by him he beliavad
eight or ten are ilable to die. Two o
already dead,  Of the anarchists one (s
dead, six dangerously or fatally hurt, and
thirteen more not serionsly wounded.

PARSONS STILL HIDING.

Up to 0 o'clock this morning no important
atrests had been made by the police in con-
nection with the dynamite outrage. Par-
sons wis still at large, His wife wus taken
into enstody last evening but proved of little
vilue as n means of apprehending lier hus-
band. Mrs, Parsons I8 imbuoed with all the
mad frenzy of socialism and boasted that her
zenl would induee her at any time to will-
ingly die for the cause, The police turned
her loose attor o while, Meanwhile she will
be elosely watched and should she undertake
to cmpmunjeute with her anarchistic spouse
it will be a signal for his speidy capture,

THE SITUATION IMIPROVING,

There Is o grenter Teeling of confidence
apparent this morning in the ability ol the
authorities to preserve the peace, T'he outlook
continues threatening in certain guarters,
nnud the police expuct that they may b ealled
upon 1o disperse gatherings in eertain pors
tlons of the city, but the arrest of a few
annrellists yesterday induced the Teeling that
this ¢lement will no longer l]n'm'u trouli-
somp, in view of tho fact that the polies
now belleve thavall the leading instizators
in the recent troubles have been caged with
one notable exception, Parsons, The collee-
tlon of evidence against the eonspirators is
proceeding rapidly.,

A FACTORY NESUMES,

Al the Deering hurvester works the siton-
tion 15 somewhat eritienl, A committee of
striliers wos appointed at the mecting held
kst nlght to witeh the gates and dissuade
anvone from golug to work, The company
effered an advance of filteen pereent, and
some mien wanted to baek at these figures,
Lt were not permitted to do go by the strilke-
ers. At 630 this morning 500 men were
grouped about the gate, but no one went in.
At 7 Mr. Deering appeared and invited all
the Deering men to go back to work, at
which the crowd yelled “Eight hours!  Elght
hours!" My, Deering sald he would give
elght hours after the rsh is over, and by 7130
over tive hundred men reported for work.

Freight Teainse Blocked—Dynamite
Found in a Lumboer Yawrd,

RIOTLRS QUIETED,

The Militin Succeed in Hestoring Or-
der at Bay View.

their residences hive been contiseated,

MINERS WANT ARDBITHATION,

lowa Conl Workers Take a Bensible
View of Matters,

Deg Morses, Lowa, May 6,—[Speeial Tele-
gram,]—The uneasy feeling among luboring
men has manifested itself nmong the miners,
of whom there Is n large nuwmber in this
vielmty, They held a largely attended meet-
ing here to-day, at which they wisely deeided
to settle their grievances by arbitration, and
will probably avoid a strike. There are six-
teen mining companies loeated here, cmploy-
ing a large number of men, and their dispo-
sitton of the labor question s walted with
much interest.  The operators say thev are
in a good position to stop mining, If neces-
sary, as orders are generully filled and they
ure better prepared than usual for a strike.

THE ROAD WILL WIN.

All Trouble in Wyoming Fractically
at an Ewd.

Cueyrsye, Wyo., May 6.—[Speelnl Tele-
gram, |—The strike has had its back broken.
Trains are running out of this eity eastward
and will be running on the whole line
to-morrow. The only trouble romalning 14 at
Laramio City whieh is the strikers’ strong-
bold, One hundred and thivty deputy marshnls
from Chicago and St. Louisare on duty there
and fifteen at Rawlins, "The strikers hipnve so
mnny sympnthizers ot Laramie that trains
are erippled by pins  from couplers stolen
and afr brake hose cut. This will he pre-
vented hereafter, Loss to compauy about
81,500, No vielenee has been reported thus
far.

The chair stated that the senate had already
given unanimous consent to continue the
consideration of the commerce bill during
the worning hour and throuchout the day,
from du?' to day, nntil disposed of. The eoin-
meree bill was therefore Inid before the sen-
ale,

Mr. Butler opposed the bill.

My, Witson (lown) offered an amendment
providing that the provision of the bill
against recclving more ror shorter than for
longer haul should not be construed as au-
thorizing any railroad company to charge
as much for shorter as for longer hanls. ' He
didd this, he sald, to prevent the eompanies
from holding that the bl gave them an fm-
plied anthority to charge as muech for a haul
of 100 miles as for a hant of LOX miles.

Mr. Ingalls #afd that the long and short
houl elanse;, ns now amended, was like n
crowbar thrust Into the works of a walcl.
Mr, Camden’s amendment, Mr. Ingalls be-
Heved, was in sueh absolute hostility to the
interests of the west that if the bill beenme
lnw—which he (hn:allni thougnt doubtlul—
there would nayer be a bushel of grain nor a
{ll'rlllll[ of beel or pork brought east from

own, Kansas  or Nebraska, M In-
alls  salid  that the  senator  from
Vest Virginin, Mr. Camden, lived on

the line of railrond that was direetly inter,
ested In the short haul elansge, and those vot-
ing with him wore also interested in it The
direct effect of the Camden amendment
would be to mnke producers of the west pry
short hnul mtes on every _pound of {reight
brought to the seaboard. ‘I‘llw senator trom
West Virginia, Mr. Camden, was too astute
not to know that fact. His desien was to
compel the men who raised the ceirenls of the
west pay loeal rates all the way to the sen-
board.

Mr. Hoar said he ¢conlil not vote forthe long
and short haul elause as amended by My,
Camden. It would strike a fatal blow at our
foreign commoeree,

Mr. Allison said that ander the provisions
of the bill, as they now stood, it wonld be
practically impossible for the people of Towa
to get thelr cereals to market. He thought
the introduction of long and short hiaul ques-
tion into the bill was a wistake. In states
that were said to linve laws on that subjeet,
rallroads paid no attention to the Inws, Not
only would the people of Iowa, under this
iron clad provision, be unable to send their
iroduce to the east, but they could not get
‘rom the east anthracite coal of which they
used o considerable quantity.  Mr, Allison
would prefer a bill ercating wcommission, bt
without  this  long and short  haul
cluuse, at least for o yoear or  two,
until thme and experiones in e working
ol the commission shoald show what was
best to b done with that complieated ques-
tion. The provosed arrangement wunhi. lio
feared, be n very serious cmnbarrassment to
thie commnerce of {he eountry with Its many
ramifications, The genoral provisions of the
bill, however, met Mr. Allison's hearty ap-
proval, and he expressed the hope llmf Lhe
senate would adhere to thom.
